Where do millennials get election info? Where else?

As the 2012 presidential race approaches, can- 
didates might want to consider ramping up 
their social networking as part of their game 
plan to target young voters. 

A new poll of 3,000 Americans ages 18-29 
by Harvard’s Institute of Politics at the John 
F. Kennedy School of Government found 
27 percent of millennials believe such tools 
make more of a political impact compared to 
in-person advocacy 

Only 16 percent said it made less of an im- 
pact. The poll, conducted between Feb. ii and 
March 2, has a 2.4 percent margin of error. 

^ung adults are spending more time online 
and have more experience with social media 
than in-person advocacy, polling director John 
Della Volpe said. One explanation for that is 
that candidates spend less time interacting 
with students in person because of the percep- 
tion that they vote less often than older voters, 
said Trey Grayson, institute director and for- 
mer Kentucky Secretary of State. 


President Obama’s 2008 campaign played 
out as many of these social media trends 
unfolded. His successful campaign reached 
out to young voters on Facebook, Twitter, 
MySpace, email, TbuTube, texts and his own 
website. In 2008, youth voter turnout in- 
creased two percentage points— to 51 per- 
cent-compared to the 2004 election. 

Now, Obama— who has a 55 percent ap- 
proval rating among millennials— is rumored 
to be announcing his re-election bid via text 
message and an online video. Most recently, 
former Minnesota governor Tim Pawlenty 
this month announced a presidential explor- 
atory committee in a video posted on You- 
Tube and Facebook. 

When it comes to Facebook, the poll 
showed 29 percent have “Hked” a political 
issue and 24 percent have “liked” a political 
candidate. Nearly a quarter currently share 
their political views in their profiles. And 
21 percent have used their Facebook status to 
advocate for a political position.

This week, IVe been captured at least three different times by indi- 
viduals I don’t know from Adam. 

Don’t call the law just yet.

Each one is the administrator of a Facebook group who evidently 
decided that if members wouldn’t come to them, they would come to 
members by adding people without their consent. 

This ill-advised Facebook function isn’t new It arrived as part of an 
overhaul last winter, according to mashable.com. 

But recently it’s become a social-networking nuisance like people 
who tweet every five minutes, in the spirit of “Seinfeld,” about nothing. 

I’ve noticed a higher level of aggression and randomness with the 
adding process. When I put up a status on the subject, approximately 
36 Facebook friends immediately agreed that grabby groups were 
obnoxious.

Two Chicago police officers are under criminal 
investigation amid explosive allegations they 
played strip poker with a young woman and 
sexually assaulted her in her Far North Side 
apartment while on duty early Wednesday 

At a news con- 
ference, an out- 
raged Terry Hill- 
ard, the interim 
police superin- 
tendent, noted he 
is a father before 
calling the offi- 
cers’ conduct “in- 
appropriate. You 
just can’t justify 
it.” He referred to 
the allegations as 
“heinous criminal 
activity” 

Hillard said at least one of the officers alleg- 
edly sexually assaulted the woman. The offi- 
cers were arrested later Wednesday and ques- 
tioned at Belmont Area headquarters with 
legal counsel present before being released 
without charges. 

The criminal inquiry continues as investiga- 
tors collect “evidence and forensics,” Hillard 
said. Cook County prosecutors have been no- 
tified about the allegations. In the meantime, 
the I o -year veterans were relieved of police 
powers and put on administrative duty he said. 

The alleged sexual assault took place at 
the woman’s Rogers Park apartment, several 



miles from the Town Hall District, where the 
two officers were assigned to work patrol du- 
ties on the overnight shift. 

The uniformed officers, driving a marked 
police SUV, had offered the 22-year-old wom- 
an a ride as she walked near Wrigley Field, cry- 
ing and upset after drinking and arguing with 
a male friend, according to a police report.

Chicago Public Schools said a teacher showed 
poor judgment posting photos of a student on 
her Facebook page, leading to the child being 
mocked for her hairstyle on picture day.

“What bothers me is that she still hasn’t 
apologized to my baby” Williams said. “No 
child should have to go to school to be bullied 
by their teacher.”

Anyone who’s ever had to dump out a 
full bottle of water in the airport security 
line, rejoice. 

New high-tech machines at O’Hare al- 
low travelers to refill bottles faster than 
at a regular fountain. The machines, 
called Elkay EZHzOs, feature filtered 
water, ultra-speedy bottle filling and sen- 
sor activation. 

Similar fountains could be on the way 
at Midway, according to Paul McLafferty 
Elkay sales representative for Chicago. 
He said O’Hare began testing a fountain 
in Terminal 2 about a year ago and added 
a second one about six months ago. 

Schools including Northwestern Uni- 
versity, DePaul University, the University 
of Chicago and Harper College already 
have the bottle-filling stations, according 
to Elkay. 

“We feel we’ve hit a home run,” McLaf- 
ferty said. “It’s our attempt ... to save plas- 
tic bottles going into our landfills.” 

Gaelen Bell, a representative from 
Elkay, said the machine has sensor- 
prompted filling and automatic shutoff 
The fountains fill a bottle three times 
faster than a standard fountain, she said. 
The machine also shows a running total 
of how many bottles of water have been 
prevented from entering landfills as a re- 
sult of the fountain’s use. 

One filter on the water fountain pre- 
vents the use of 24,000 16-ounce plastic 
water bottles. Bell said.

Missing cobra is 
sssafe and sssound 


□ NEW YORK A deadly Egyptian cobra, 
which sustained interest on Twitter 
this week, has been found alive after it 
went missing from a New York City zoo. 

‘As you can imagine, we are delighted to 
report that the snake has been found alive 
and well,” Bronx Zoo Director Jim Bre- 
heny said Thursday 

Zoo officials conducted around-the- 
clock searches for the 20 -inch reptile, he 
said. 

Breheny said the cobra had sought out 
a secure hiding spot within the holding 
areas of the zoo’s reptile house— a com- 
plex environment with pumps, motors, 
and other mechanical systems. 

But it was lured out after zoo officials 
sprinkled wood shavings from exhibit beds 
across areas where they guessed the cobra 
was hiding. “It was the scent of rodents {on 
the wood clippings] that we hoped would 
bring her out,” Breheny added.

After launching on Monday, the anony- 
mous @BronxZoosCobra Twitter feed 
had amassed nearly 200,000 followers 
by Thursday. Some sample tweets:

5 BURNING QUESTIONS FACING THE SOX 

Even American League contenders have issues to address throughout the season. Here are five questions facing the White Sox entering 2011. 

TRIBUNE 


Are slow starts history? 

The Sox lost nine of their first 13 
games in 2010 and were 9 1/2 games 
out of first place June 8. In 2009 
they were seven games below .500 
in mid-May. Each season, they rallied 
to move into at least a share of the 
AL Central lead by July, only to fade 
quickly from contention. Entering 
his fourth season, shortstop Alexei 
Ramirez should be better equipped 
to improve on his career .200 batting 
average in April. With his contract no 
longer an issue, A.J. Pierzynski should 
make a major improvement from his 
.169 mark last April. 


Can they rattle rivals? 

The Sox were 32-40 
against the AL Central 
last season, including a 
16-20 mark at home and 
a 5-13 mark against divi- 
sion champion Minnesota. 
They also failed to domi- 
nate division doormats 
Cleveland and Kansas 
City, their first two oppo- 
nents in 2011. 


Taking the fifth? 

If Phil Humber comes 
anywhere close to 
fulfilling the potential 
forecast for him when 
the N.Y. Mets drafted him 
third overall in 2004, the 
Sox should be thrilled. 
They’ll need at least a 
mediocre effort from 
the fifth-starter spot 
while Jake Peavy rehabs 
his injured shoulder. 


Strong closing 
argument? 

Left-hander Matt 
Thornton earned the 
closer’s role and has the 
security of being under 
contract for the next 
three seasons. He will 
give the Sox stability if 
he can stay productive 
and healthy. 


Too hot for a rookie? 

Rookie third baseman 
Brent Morel’s history, dat- 
ing to Cal Poly-San Luis 
Obispo, shows he over- 
comes slow starts with 
gradual improvement. If 
he can be productive from 
the No. 9 spot in the line- 
up, it would allow Omar 
Vizquel to spell shortstop 
Ramirez and second base- 
man Gordon Beckham 
and not devote most of 
his time at third, as he did 
last year. 



5 BURNING QUESTIONS FACING THE CUBS 

The most glaring fact about the 2011 Cubs is everyone has something to prove. Here are five questions that will be answered sooner or later. 

TRIBUNE 


Wiil Soriano answer his 
critics? 

Alfonso Soriano hit 24 home 
runs last year with 40 dou- 
bles in 147 games, his most 
since 2006 in Washington. 
But because of his gargan- 
tuan salary and subpar 
defense, some dismiss him 
as a mediocre player. If 
he’s healthy again, Soriano 
should be able to improve 
on his .258 average and 
drive in more runs. 


Is Zambrano back to form? 

Carlos Zambrano went 8-0 
with a 1.41 ERA in his last 11 
outings of 2010 after anger 
management counseling, 
and said in spring training 
he was “cured.” If he can 
start 2011 the way he 
ended 2010, his psychiatrist 
deserves a bonus. 


Who’s the real Matt Garza? 

New acquisition Garza 
arguably had a worse spring 
(10.38 ERA) than Carlos 
Silva, who was released 
Sunday. Garza blamed the 
Arizona weather, saying he 
would welcome the mois- 
ture in the air once the 
team left the desert. 


Are they fundamentally 
sound? 

The Cubs talked about 
bunting so much in spring 
you would’ve thought it 
was their biggest deficiency 
in 2010. But their field- 
ing was next to last in the 
National League, and most 
of the same position 
players return to their old 
spots. 


Does a leadoff hitter 
matter? 

Quade is going with Kosuke 
Fukudome, who has yet to 
become a consistent hitter. 
Baker leads off against left- 
ies but has no speed. Unless 
the Cubs move Starlin Castro 
into the top spot, there al- 
ways will be questions.

The buzz: Director Duncan Jones

currently exist (as far as we know). 

The script by Ben Ripley brings to 


mind everything from “Inception” and 
“Groundhog Day” to “Final Destina- 
tion” and “The Adjustment Bureau.” 

The verdict: Jones is certainly carv- 
ing himself a specific niche: ambitious 
and strange intellectual thrillers that 
raise numerous challenging ideas but 
don’t actually analyze them. “Source 
Code,” which continually switches 
between suspenseful and silly, doesn’t 
have the transporting scenery of 
“Moon” or a lead performance with 
as much depth. The movie also has 
far too many near-endings; this didn’t 
have to become a love story, and it re- 
ally didn’t have to throw its own logic 
out the window while maintaining a 
tunnel-vision sense of morality Again, 
though, Jones makes us wonder, 
“What kind of world are we living in?” 
and “What kind of world do we think 
is possible?”

“I think this is a person who is capable of 
stepping over the line into that world of ad- 
diction where she can’t walk away,” Enos said. 
“Sure, it’s about the case and it’s about being 
responsible to the dead, but it’s also about 
what she’s getting out of it— her own sense of 
making her life worth something.” 

Enos, most recently seen portraying twin 
sisters Jodeen and Kathy Marquart on “Big 
Love,” is making a full life for herself She’s 
married to actor Alan Ruck, who spent years 
on such Chicago stages as the^XTsdom Bridge 
Theatre before playing Cameron Frye in “Fer- 
ris Bueller’s Day Off” They had their first 
child together, daughter Vesper Vvianne, in 
September.

We fall for Dale Levitski’s brunch at Sprout

After Dale Levitski got the boot on “Top Chef All-Stars,” which wrapped Wednesday on Bravo, 
he started development in earnest for his Sunday brunch at Lincoln Park restaurant Sprout. But 
he’s been thinking about it for even longer. 

Some dishes, such as the crab hush-puppy-wrapped skirt steak and Caesar salad omelet, he had 
on paper for Town & Country the restaurant concept he planned (and eventually scrapped) after 
placing runner-up in the third season of “Top Chef ’’And then there’s the brioche with chocolate 
butter and lemon curd, which came to him at 3 a.m. the morning before his first brunch service. 
Entrees are brunch classics done Dale-style, while side dishes at the bottom of the menu are best treated as appetizers, “a la frushi, 
but 10 times better,” Levitski said, referring to the brunch starters he coined at the first location of Orange in 2001 . 1 sat down Sunday 
to see if Levitski can still rock the brunch beat 10 years later. 


SERVER SAYS ... 

... everything’s amazing, but the skirt steak and 
eggs ($17) is especially tasty, and the oatmeal 
($9) is one of the best but least-ordered dishes 
on the menu. 


I SAY ... 

... it would have been easy to overlook the 
oatmeal, and even Levitski acknowledges that. 
“Oatmeal is one of those things that, 
on a menu at a restaurant, you would 
consider a cop-out,” he said. “Like, ‘Oh fine, 
we’ll offer oatmeal for the boring people or the 
tree buggers or whatever.’ ” But boring 
is the last thing I’d call this oatmeal, seared 
to a cake-like consistency and served with 
creme fraiche, poached carrots, oat granola 
and a marmalade of mandarinquats, a hybrid 
fruit crossing orange with kumquat. 

As for the skirt steak, it’s seared first, dunked 
in crab-studded hush-puppy batter and then 
fried. With a sunny-side-up egg on top and 
a Vietnamese-inspired fingerling potato 
salad below (courtesy of sous chef and fellow 
“Top Chef” cheftestant Sara Nguyen), 
it’s like nothing I’ve had before. 

IT’S WORTH A 
RETURN TRIP TO... 

... try the menu’s many other dishes. With 12 
entrees and nearly as many sides, I couldn’t 
help but feel that my table’s two entrees and 
two sides hardly made a dent in what Levitski 
has to offer. Next on my to-eat list: the malted 
Belgian waffle with strawberry-rhubarb com- 
pote, marcona almonds, basil, oven-dried goat 
cheese and Black Dog’s goat cheese gelato 
($12), and the croque madame ($12) made 
with a rosemary ham-stuffed version of the 
grilled cheese sandwich that’s netted raves on 
Sprout’s dinner menu. 


No-kid zone? 

Levitski’s recent comments to Time Out 
Chicago and The Feast that Sprout’s 
brunch is adults-only in stroller-laden 
Lincoln Park spurred quite the online de- 
bate, including dozens of comments on 
Huffington Post. Here’s what he had to 
say about the uproar: 

“I think a lot of that got blown out of 
proportion as me being this anti-child 
Nazi kind of person. Our main dining 
room is small; if we put highchairs and 
strollers in there, it’s honestly a fire haz- 
ard. ... And it’s just not the type of place 
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I CANT STOP 
THINKING ABOUT... - 

... the Lithuanian bacon buns ($7). Traditionally 
called lasineciai, these bacon-stuffed beauties 
served with black sea salt-sprinkled vanilla butter 
are Levitski’s homage to the traditional lasineciai 
that his Lithuanian and Russian father would buy. 
Even though Levitski’s brunch is only two weeks 
old, I understand why he already sees the buns 
becoming a signature: They’re a crazy kind of 
delicious. 




DAY-DRINKING 

The cocktail list, which Levitski created with the help of 
roommate (and bartender at Maude’s and Gilt Bar) Zach 
Friedlander, holds its own next to the food, from a 
banana-garnished tequila-coffee-horchata creation called 
the Curious Jorge to the perfectly balanced Afternoon 
Delight, a basil-fennel-raspberry-flavored prosecco creation. 
Look for more cocktails joining the lineup starting this 
weekend, including “bugey-mosas” made with bugey, 
a sparkling rose wine. 


BOTTOM LINE 

With many more dishes to try and no end to Levitski’s innova- 
tion in sight, I can see making an excuse to brunch here for spe- 
cial occasions, ordinary Sundays and pretty much whenever 
I’m in the neighborhood.

for kids to come in to brunch. I’m not insult- 
ing anyone’s parenting abilities or a child’s 
ability to sit still, but we honestly can’t really 
fit them in our restaurant. That’s what I was 
going for, and all of a sudden it became this 
ideological soccer-mom-with-a-keyboard 
debate. If anything. I’m flattered by the at- 
tention, that people care, but I meant no 
insult. There’s PG-13 movies, there’s rated-R, 
there’s different grades of where you can go 
at what age-and when we grew up, those 
things were definitely more enforced than 
they are today. One of the most surprising 
things [besides] a little angry backlash here 
and there, 95 percent of people, even par- 
ents, are saying thank you.”

Fries matter 

Hoyt’s Chicago, the new Loop eatery inside Hotel 71 and just steps away 
from the Chicago River, fancies itself a “modern American tavern.” To the 
fine folks at Hoyt’s, “tavern” seems to mean presenting nearly everything 
on cumbersome slabs of wood. Exceptions: Some items, from house-made 
pickles to berry-topped chocolate pudding for dessert, come in quaint glass 
jars. But to be frank, I have little concern for such details. I only have eyes 
for the menu’s single burger ($ 14 ), served at lunch and dinner. 

The burger: A half-pound patty of Angus beef was appropriately juicy and 
cooked to the requested medium-rare. 

The bun: The brioche bun struck a nice balance between fluffy and hefty 
but a tomato slice nearly as thick as the patty above it risked decimating 
the lower bun. Luckily though the bread compressed significantly it did 
not reach a dire state of LBD (lower bun disintegration). 

The fixings: The accompanying aged cheddar, bacon strips and aforemen- 
tioned jar of pickles were all of good quality but I was especially taken 
with the wonderfully sweet and crunchy onion rings stacked on top. 

Everything else: Though presented in a rather adorable miniature metal 
pail and wrapped in Hoyt’s logo paper, the “crispy manchego truffle fries” 
were hardly crispy, and scant shreds of cheese added little flavor. 




Burgerelli’s bottom line: For $ 14 , 1 expect the whole plate to be perfec- 
tion. Give me a better batch of fries, and you’ve won me over.

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Pete Wentz, Travie McCoy 
talk touring, tattoos, trust

Pete Wentz didn’t seem to mind opening for rapper Travie 
McCoy at Metro last Friday Sure, Wentz is used to headlin- 
ing larger venues with Fall Out Boy, but he’s not in Fall Out 
Boy anymore (at least not at the moment). He’s now in Black 
Cards, the band he started last year with female vocalist Bebe 
Rexha. 

For Wentz, a Wilmette native, McCoy’s tour will give his 
lesser-known band exposure. For McCoy, the Gym Class He- 
roes frontman headlining his first U.S. tour as a solo artist, 
it’s an opportunity to repay the friend who gave him his big 
break. 

The two musicians met in June 2004 after a mutual friend 
passed along Gym Class Heroes’ album to Wentz, who had 
just started his Decaydance record label. The band’s alt-hip- 
hop sound caught Wentz by surprise, especially because he 
was used to being handed demos that all sounded the same, 
and he met with McCoy and Gym Class Heroes guitarist Matt 
McGinley before a Fall Out Boy show in Buffalo, N. Y. 

“Pete came in a dressing room and gave me the up and 


down,” said McCoy 29, sitting backstage 
with Wentz hours before their show at Met- 
ro. “He eyeballed me and tried to gauge me.” 

Wentz said the up-and-down scan had 
more to do with McCoy’s 6 -foot-5 frame 
than anything else. “It’s weird when you’re 
a short dude,” said Wentz, 31, who stands 
about 5-foot- 8. “You have to take a 
step back to get the whole picture. 

I need to step on an apple box just 
to hang out with him.” 

Wentz signed Gym Class He- 
roes to his label that fall and had 
them open for Fall Out Boy on 
tour. 

Over the years, Wentz and McCoy became close and have 
collaborated on songs (McCoy appeared on Fall Out Boy’s 
2008 single “What a Catch, Donnie”), an art show (at Gal- 
lery 1988 in Los Angeles in 2008), music videos (Wentz made 
a cameo in McCoy’s 2010 clip for “Billionaire”)— even tattoos 
(they got ink together— McCoy’s saying “Y)ung Hearts” and 
Wentz’s “Be Free”). 

“One of the most fun times I’ve ever had was when he 
stayed at my house for two weeks [in 2008} and we just started 
doing art out of nowhere,” Wentz said. “There was definitely 
a point when ...” 

“You almost killed me?” McCoy said. 

Wentz didn’t deny it. He said he lit rubber cement on fire 
because he thought it would look really cool, which led to a 
larger-than-expected fire. Meanwhile, McCoy was taking a 
nap at the time and woke up to flames near his feet. 

“My first instinct was to jump up and push him out of the 
way” McCoy said. “I grabbed a blanket and threw it on the 


fire. The whole time I’m like, ‘What the {bleep} are you think- 
ing?’” 

When it came time for Wentz to choose a godfather for his 
son, Bronx, later that year, he narrowed his options to McCoy 
and Cobra Starship singer Gabe Saporta before deciding on 
McCoy 

“I figured Bronx needed Travis just as much as Travis need- 
ed Bronx,” Wentz said. “Travis, 
under it all, is really a sensitive 
dude. I know having something 
like that in his life will make his 
life important, make him keep 
chugging ahead when he has 
hard times.” 

McCoy went through a pub- 
lic breakup with pop star Katy Perry and, like Wentz, has bat- 
tled with drugs and depression. He said he often has turned 
to Wentz, who is going through a public divorce himself with 
pop star Ashlee Simpson, to help him through. “He’s someone 
I can talk to about things and not feel judged,” McCoy said. 

Although McCoy is having success as a solo artist (“Bil- 
lionaire,” off his 2010 solo debut, “Lazarus,” reached No. 4 
on the Billboard Hot 100 songs chart), he said a new Gym 
Class Heroes album is in the works and could be out by the 
summer. 

A new Fall Out Boy album? That’s a different story The 
band members are working on separate projects. The poten- 
tially good news for Fall Out Boy fans is that Wentz feels the 
bandmates are getting along better these days. 

“It’s the time apart and space,” Wentz said. ‘And we’re now 
in a position where we have creative outlets and aren’t in each 
other’s way”
